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In the event that the third party lease is transferred to some other Crown 
Agency, either in total or in part, after three years there would be additional 
savings in fiscal year 1972-73 for Central Analysis Office due to the termination 
penalty not having to be paid.

Additional Information 


In addition to the savings noted above Central Analysis Office has achieved 
savings in fiscal year 1969-70 not related to third party lease. Savings of 
$500 per month were obtained by economies in computer system maintenance and 
$1350 per month as a result of a readjustment of monthly payments to IBM. These 
savings will also apply to future fiscal years and are distributed as follows; 
$12,750 in fiscal year 1969-70, $22,200 in fiscal year 1970-71, $22,200 in fiscal 
year 1971-72 and $14,800 in fiscal year 1972-73. 


It should be noted that the three year period used for the life of the system is 
an assumption. The computer system present life expectancy is just under two 
years. Up grading of the system with more random access storage and with large 
core storage is required to prolong system life to three years. A separate 
submission has been prepared for approval of the above upgrading.

Every lease or licence to use or occupy public lands referred 
to in section 2 shall provide that the term thereof may be 
terminated within a period of not more than sixty days from

Summary 


The 1969-70 capital budget of Atomic Energy of Canada Limited totals 
$159 million, of which $125 million is for construction of buildings and works, 
$7.1 million is for acquisition of equipment, $10 million is for heavy water 
inventory, $16.4 million is for advance to Deuterium of Canada Limited, and $0.5 
million is the amount of repayments which the Company will make during the year 
on Government loans. Of the $125 million to be spent on the construcion of 
buildings and works, $24 million is for construction of the Gentilly Nuclear 
Power Station; $22 million is for AECL's share in the construction of the 
Pickering Generating Station; $0.5 million is for housing construction at Pinawa, 
Manitoba; $1 million is for construction of consolidated facilities for 
Commercial Products; $25 million is for construction of the Douglas Point Heavy 
Water Plant; $50 million is for the construction of the Nelson River Transmission 
Facilities; $1 million is for the construction of buildings and works for the 
Whiteshell Nuclear Research Establishment; and $1.5 million is for buildings 


and works projects for the several divisions at the Chalk River Nuclear Laboratories, 


The Company proposes to finance these expenditures to the extent of $156.6 
million from parliamentary appropriations for 1969-70, $1 million from retained 
earnings, $0.5 million from rental income and principal instalments of mortgages 


receivable, and $0.9 million from depreciation.
